In recent weeks, Danny Shea’s Merryland 
Farm has been stirring with visitors from all 
points of the compass. The horse establishment 
nestled in the rolling country near Hyde has 
been the temporary home of the two-year-olds 
(as of 1956) and older racehorses bought by- 
Mr. John S. Kroese out of the Woodward dis- 
persement. 

This grand band of Thoroughbreds has at¬ 
tracted numerous Maryland horsemen to the 
farm as well as out-of-staters.

To quote the master of Merry¬ 
land, 'They are not far away from a race.” 

On January 18, ten two-year-olds and nine 
older horses will be loaded on cars for the trip 
to Miami, where they will be stabled at the farm 
of Jim Norris, near the Florida metropolis. 

The sale takes place at Hialeah on January 
25 and 26th. 

Mr. Kroese will keep two out of the lot pur¬ 
chased, for racing and breeding. These are fillies, 
one by *Nasrullah, out of Marguery; the other 


by Double Jay, from Rabletta. They will remain 
at Merryland until spring, when they will be 
picked up for racing by Trainer Sid Smith. 

McKinney On Board 

At a recent meeting of the Directors of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, Rigan 
McKinney was elected to the organization’s

Mr. McKinney has been associated with rac¬ 
ing, hunting, chasing and horse-breeding 
throughout his lifetime.

He was 
one of the gentlemen riders who could hold his 
own with the professionals. Also as a trainer, 
he has made a name for himself, and in the field 
of horse production he has been successful. His 
yearlings have brought top prices at the sales. 

To add to his breeding stock McKinney paid 
$42,000 for the eleven-year-old broodmare. My 
Emma (Isolater-Marigal), at Miss Mildred 
Woolwine’s Florida sale. My Emma was from 
the William Wocxlward lot.

HUNT MEETS 


Fair Hill. 
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Flechette's Value Jumps 

Just six hours before the New Jersey Breeders 
Stakes was run at Garden State Park, on October 
19, the 12-year-old mare, Flechette, was bought 
by the Country Life Farm of John and Joe Pons. 

Flechette, a Stagehand mare was barren in 
1955 and, of her three foals, none had ever estab¬ 
lished much of a reputation on the racecourse. 
Naturally, the Maryland horsemen acquired the 
mare for a small price. 

But six hours after Flechette was bought from 
Elbert Collins, of Abington, Md., the picture 
changed. The mare’s two-year-old son, Lenny G., 
got home a nose winner in the New Jersey 
Breeders Stakes, earning $7,150 and becoming 
the first stakes winner produced by his dam. 

Nine hours after the purchase, the Pons 
brothers, who maintain their farm in Bel Air, 
Md., had the pleasure of turning down an offer 
which quadrupled her morning purchase price.

PASS IN REVIEW: The first few days of 
January normally are set aside as a time of recol¬ 
lection, meditation and resolution. It is during 
this period of soul-searching that most of us take 
a mental voyage back over the preceding year, 
pausing to fondly recall those moments to cher¬ 
ish; shiver and hurry on past the recollections 
of those we’d sooner forget, and, summing them 
all, set a course of action to follow in the bright, 
promising New Year. 

From the middle of January onward the hu¬ 
man frailty within us tends to temper the zealous 
resolve to do better and before long the "shalls” 
and 'shall nots” curl up, wither, and go the way 
of most good intentions. 

So, to at least start off on the right foot it 
might be well to linger awhile and reflect on 
some of the more notable events that transpired 
during the lately departed season. 

SEASONS FLEETING: Racing’s year 1955 
in Maryland started off in the customary manner. 
There were the usual hassle over dates, resultant 
hurt looks, changes and a rumor or two about 
the projected abandonment of half-mile racing 
and legislatorial plans to increase the take and 
racing days. But by the time that the first of 
March rolled around the various track manage¬ 
ments were happy, or reasonably so, with their 
allotted days and busily set about making plans 
for their approaching meetings. 

Bowie got first crack at the Free State race¬ 
goer. As might have been expected, there were a 
number of changes: the paddock was relocated 
to front the administration building, and the 
Rowe Memorial, Kindergarten, and Endurance 
had gone by the boards. In their place on the 
stakes agenda were the Miss Maryland, Gov¬ 
ernor’s Gold Cup, and the reincarnated W. P. 
Burch Memorial. 

These were the highlights: 

BOWIE: Miss Balladier (at $166.20) win¬ 
ning the Miss Maryland Stakes on opening day 
giving her trainer his first winner. The Burch 
Memorial disqualification demoralizing many 
bettors who had torn up tickets on the eventual 
winner. Brazen Brat. Tlie fourth running of the 
Barbara Frietchie Handicap going off less than 
four months after the third. Helioscope’s record- 
smashing run in the Southern Maryland Handi¬ 
cap. Joe Jones’ reaffirmation of his fondness for 
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the local strip in taking the Bowie Handicap. So¬ 
cial Outcast s cracking victory in a memorable 
renewal of the Campbell Memorial. Only four 
horses started—Social Outcast, Helioscope, Fish¬ 
erman and Joe Jones—but they had won 27 
stakes and more than a million dollars among 
them. The Campbell took its place alongside the 
Golden Gate Mile, Sysonby, Derby and Inter¬ 
national as among the most stirring events of 
the year. The rapid Boston Doge extending his 
undefeated string to ten victories in the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Gold Cup. 

LAUREL-PIMLICO: Saratoga winning the 
Chesapeake at Laurel in stakes record time be¬ 
fore pressing Nashua in the Preakness. Oscar 
White’s feat of patching up a pair of five-year- 
old cripples, enabling; Walter M. Jeffords to ac¬ 
count for money-winning honors at Laurel. 
White saddled Tahiti to win the Maryland 
Sprint Handicap and Subahdar to account for 
the Laurel Handicap. 

Mr. Fitz having a gay old time at Pimlico 
winning the Black-Eyed Susan with Wheatley 
Stables High Voltage and the Preakness with 
the late William Woodward, Jr.’s Nashua. The 
ancient Dixie Handicap staged on the grass for 
the first time and being won by the turf course 
champion, *St. Vincent, which shipped in from 
California. 

SUMMER: Cumberland slowed to a walk by 
hc^vy rains. Hi-Sag winning the New Jersey 
Futurity to give Saggy his first stakes winner. 
Hagerstown feeling the effects of the hussies 
Connie and Diane and the villainy of opposition 
from Charles Town. Bel Air faring well enough 
to approximately match business figures of 1954. 
Returns at Timonium offering promise that the 
half-mile doldrums had worn themselves out. 
Marlboro fulfilling that promise and knocking 
virtually all records sky high in the process. 

FALL: Swing and Sway is returned home. 
La Corredora is retired to stud. Timonium an¬ 
nounces plans for a new $500,000 concrete and 
wooden grandstand. Maryland-bred-owned-and- 
trained Aeschylus winning the Laurel Turf Cup 
in new track record time. The bumping match 
between Fun Lover and Rhy Dress in the Mary¬ 
land Futurity. El Chama winning a scintillating 
renewal of the W^ashington, D. C., International 
as a paying guest. Levee annexing the Selima at 
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Rigan McKinney recently was elected to the 
Board of the Maryland Horse Breeders Asso~ 
ciation, succeeding the late Walter A. Edgar. 


boxcar figures at the expense of heralded Nas- 
rina and abused form players. Jimmy Jones 
showing off Eastgate, one of Calumet’s 1956 
classics contenders, in the Spalding Lowe Jen¬ 
kins. Willie Hartack knocking out an average of 
one winner out of every three mounts at Laurel 
and booting home a sextet on November 5 to 
tie the Maryland record he matched last spring. 

Nail underscoring his affinity for sloppy go¬ 
ing by winning the Pimlico Futurity and in so 
doing becoming the nation’s leading money-win¬ 
ning two-year-old. Sailor, continuing to take 
liberties with his elders, turning in a smasher to 
add the Pimlico Special to his list of accomplish¬ 
ments. The anguished cries of the show hole 
boys when only win and place betting was per¬ 
mitted on the seven-horse (filly) Gallorette 
Stakes won by the crackerjack filly Searching. 

OUTSIDE EVENTS: Maryland-bred Social 
Outcast winning the McLennan, Campbell Me¬ 
morial, Lincoln Special, Trenton, Manhattan, 
Saratoga and Sunset handicaps to climb into 
seventh place on the list of all-time leading 
money-winning Thoroughbreds. Double Brandy 
returning to Maryland after two seasons at stud 
in California. General Staff is syndicated. Dis¬ 
persal of Almahurst Farm stock moves Larry 
MacPhail’s Glenangus Farm into the "Knight s 
Night" spot at the Fasig-Tipton Company s Sar¬ 
atoga yearling sales. Tragic death of William 
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Woodward, Jr., leaves the future of Belair Stud 
Farm, America’s oldest, in doubt. The Mary¬ 
land-bred Gallorette’s selection as No. 1 mare in 
Delaware Park’s poll to determine the ten great¬ 
est racemares. 

NECROLOGY: The year 1955 claimed a 
cruel toll of notable personages in Maryland rac¬ 
ing. Among the many who passed away were: 
Dr. J. Fred Adams, J. Merryman Black, Sidney 
Brown, Robert F. Curran, J. G. (Huppy ) Davis, 
Walter A. Edgar, Vaughn Flannery, Alan Brooke 
Gallion, Gale (Gaby) Haugh, Arthur Hullcoat, 
Dion K. Kerr, Sr., Victor P. Noyes, Mrs. H. Dor¬ 
sey Shipley, Dorsey Williams, and Dr. Hulbert 
Young. 

BACKTRACKING: Before closing the books 
on the 1955 season, one stakes on the Pimlico 
agenda, the Gallorette, remains to be chronicled 
here. 

Searching, a three-year-old bay filly by War 
Admiral-Big Hurry, by Black Teddy, owned by 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs, had the seven-horse field 
at her mercy at the end of the nine furlongs of 
Pimlico’s closing-day feature on December 3- 
Ridden by Conn McCreary, she stepped off the 
distance in 1:53 3/5, winning in the manner one 
would expect of a 2-to-5 favorite. 

So well liked was the Jacobs’ filly that Pimlico 
deemed it advisable to gain the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Commission’s permission to rule out show 
betting after it had been reported the high rollers 
from New York were prepared to go all-out on 
the lass. The decision, which proved extremely

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unpopular with the meeting’s largest crowd, 
22,958, was adjudged necessary to avert a minus 
pool. Before the announcement could be made, 
$12 had been bet to show on Searching. Re¬ 
funds were made. It was the first time in local 
racing history that show betting was denied on 
a race with as many as seven separate betting 
interests. 

Cain Hoy Stable’s Brightest Star finished well 
to take second money, three lengths behind the 
eased winner. Happy Hill Farm’s June Fete was 
third. 

Despite the furore caused by the elimination 
of show wagering in the feature, the day’s handle 
soared to $2,112,104, giving the Maryland 
JtK'key Club the third two-million-dollar day in 
its history. Three times during the meeting a 
new daily double pool record was established. 
On December 3, closing day, the double pool 
reached a high of $177,046. 

The Gallorette was Searching’s second stakes 
win of the season. Earlier, she had captured a 
division of the Vagrancy Handicap. Last June 
she was purchased as a maiden for $ 15,000 from 
Ogden Phipps. Since then she has won 12 races 
and more than $80,000. 


Mrs. Anson A. Bigelow, the former Fifi 
Widener, was the leading money-winning owner 
at Pimlico with $67,980, gleaned through Nail’s 
victory in the Futurity. Brookmeade was next in 
line with $40,000, all of which was won by Sailor 
in the Special. Mrs. E. D. Jacobs, Llangollen 
Farm, Cedar Farm and Alan T. Clarke were next 
in line in earnings. 

Jockey Richard Lawless, making a popular re¬ 
turn to the local scene after starring here as an 
apprentice some years ago, took down the riders' 
laurels with 15 wins from 90 mounts. Willie 
Lester and Joe Culmone tied for runner-up hon¬ 
ors with 12 wins each. Apprentice Benny Soren¬ 
son, who rode Mrs. Danny Shea’s Joymaker and 
Henry Walrath’s Advice to complete a $5,932.20 
daily double—third highest in Maryland history 
—was the leading bug rider with 10 saddle suc¬ 
cesses. 

Trainer F. A. Bon.sal bested his rivals in the 
conditioners’ race with 9 successful charges. 
Hirsch Jacobs was second with 6 and Henry S. 
Clark, Alan T. Clarke, V. Stott, Tom Waller 
and W. Zakoor tied for third with 4 wins apiece. 

CROWD, BETTING FIGURES: Maryland 
fans either went racing fewer times in 1955 than

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they did the year previous or their numbers de¬ 
creased by a small fraction. But those v/ho did 
take in the 150 days of I horoughbred sport sup¬ 
ported the betting wickets with renewed fervor. 
Percentagewise, the statewide decline in attend¬ 
ance was less than 1 per cent while the wagering 
rose 1.8 per cent.

DATES: On December 17, the racing com¬ 
mission released the dates calendar for 1956 after 
the tracks were unable to arrange a compatible 
schedule among themselves. It is likely there 
will be revisions in the announced dates: three 
tracks, Cumberland, Hagerstown, and Pimlico, 
reportedly seek changes. Earlier Cumberland ad¬ 
vised the commission that it had no specific 
dates in mind and left the decision up to the 
commission.

FROM ROOM 504: In releasing the dates. 
Chairman D. Eldred Rinehart stated that the 
schedule did not represent a unanimous decision 
on the part of the commission. To clarify the 
commission’s position a lengthy statement was 
issued which, in part, read: 

"It is the feeling of the commission that there 
is presently no reason for altering the 1955 pat¬ 
tern by reshuffling the opening days between 
Laurel and Bowie. There should be at least an¬ 
other year’s experience before making any de¬ 
termination in this connection. 

"Although Bowie has more noncompetitive 
days than Laurel or Pimlico (days in which a 
Maryland track does not have competition from 
a New Jersey track), the possible disadvantage 
from bad weather in the early opening days is an 
infinite hazard which can more than counter¬ 
balance the lack of competition. 

"Bowie willingly volunteered to assume this 
risk in 1955, in taking the earliest opening dates 
in Maryland racing history. 

"The fact that the weather hazard was not a 
great factor at Bowie this single year is an in¬ 
adequate basis upon which to predicate a change 
at this time. 

"Circumstances notwithstanding, the commis¬ 
sion unanimously agrees that Laurel shall have 
the refusal of the opening schedule for 1957 
and 1958. 

"... In fixing the present schedule we have 
attempted to avoid conflicts with neighboring 
tracks in Delaware and West Virginia, in order 
to permit as advantageous scheduling as possible 
for all tracks. 

"Possible earlier closing of New Jersey rac¬ 
ing and possible legislative alteration of the al¬ 
lowable number of racing days, which already 
has been considered by the Legislative Council, 
may require changes in the 1956 schedule.

’The date allocations, particularly for the mile 
tracks, are, therefore, all subject to these con¬ 
tingencies. 

"... One of the factors which induced the 
commission last year to alter the old racing-date 
pattern by assigning the closing non-competitive 
days to Pimlico was its commencement of an 
improvement program. 

"This had long been promised by the old man¬ 
agement, but was not actually undertaken until 
the present management took over, and the pro¬ 
gram was done with at least partial reliance 
upon the present pattern of date allocation. 

"An important factor which deterred further 
Pimlico improvements was the unfortunate veto 
of a city council-approved rezoning of addi¬ 
tional land adjoining the track. This land would 
have allowed ample room for complete mod¬ 
ernization. 

"The commission feels that the winterizing 
of the new clubhouse should be completed be¬ 
fore commencement of the 1956 fall meeting, 
and the management has agreed to this. 

"Furthermore, management has agreed that 
the grandstand will be rebuilt after the 1957 
spring meeting if circumstances then warrant 
its approval by the commission. 

"It is the suggestion of the commission that 
the Pimlico management again make such legal 
moves as may be required in an effort to secure 
rezoning of its additional land by the mayor 
and the city council of Baltimore. 

"If this application is reasonably made and 
diligently prosecuted, but is unsuccessful, the 
commission then will take under consideration 
with Pimlico the desirability of the completion 
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of the rebuilding within the present confines 
of the track, as compared with the alternative 
possibility of removal of the track to another 
location in the Baltimore area which would pro¬ 
vide ample room and a completely modern 
plant. 

"Because of the strong traditions associated 
with the present location over a long period of 
time, we trust this is an eventuality which will 
not become necessary." 

In squelching rumors (prompted by the last- 
quoted paragraph of the commission statement) 
that Pimlico management had any intention of 
moving from its present site, Vice-President Lou 
Pondfield made this reply: "There has never 
been any official consideration of either the sale 
or relocation of the track since the Cohens 
(brothers Ben and Herman, present owners) 
bought Pimlico to perpetuate it. We are not in¬ 
terested in making any large profit. We just 
want to keep the track going." 

Pondfield did not view Pimlico’s chances of a 
favorable rezoning issue settlement as too bright, 
but opined that the track has adequate space for 
continued operation if the appeal fails. 

PreaknesS/ May 19 

The eightieth running of the Preakness 
Stakes is scheduled for Saturday, May 19, two 
weeks after the Kentucky Derby. As was the case 
a year ago, the Preakness will carry $100,000 
in added money with awards of $25,000 for 
second, $15,000 for third and $7,500 for fourth. 

The Preakness entries close February 15. Sup¬ 
plementary nominations may be made through 
payment of an extra $7,500.

Steeplechasing in 1955 

The 1955 steeplechasing season, marked by 
higher purses and greater attendance, was high¬ 
lighted by the $50,000 Temple Gwathmey Stee¬ 
plechase Handicap, the richest ’chase in the 
world. Its sponsor, the United Hunts Racing As¬ 
sociation, showed a jump in membership from 
400 to 1,600 as the sport staged a strong come¬ 
back. 

The 51st United Hunts meeting, October 20 
and 21, at Belmont Park, offered record purses 
of $122,000 as against $86,800 in 1954. Attend¬ 
ance also went up, as did pari-mutuel betting. 
The Temple Gwathmey with 12 starters—dou¬ 
ble those of 1954—was won by Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps’ Neji. The five-year-old gelding was ’55 
Steeplechase Horse of the Year with top earn¬ 
ings of $92,630. 

Total purses distributed for steeplechasing at 
major ovals amounted to $725,075 as compared 
with $673,720 in 1954. Hunt meetings also 
showed a gain in money distributed for steeple¬ 
chasing and flat racing, with $98,558 in 1955 
as against $89,775 a year ago, according to the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association. 

Leading money-winning trainer in steeple¬ 
chasing was George H. (Pete) Bostwick with 
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$151,045 won as trainer for his sister, Mrs. 
Phipps. M. G. (Mickey) Walsh was second 
with $115,890. Walsh led the trainers in races 
won with 41, with Mrs. Clara E. Adams second 
with 24 victors. 

Frank (Dooley) Adams led the list of riders 
for the seventh straight year with 37 wins, while 
Pat Smithwick, as in 1954, was second. He had 
28 winners. Adams climaxed his season by his 
victory aboard Neji in the Temple Gwathmey. 

Leading money-winning stable was Mrs. 
Phipps’ with 14 races won and $134,695 in 
purses earned. Second was Mrs. M. G. Walsh, 
with 27 races won and total earnings of $83,760. 
Rythminhim, owned by Mrs. Walsh, with $42,- 
400 won, was second among top money-winning 
horses to Neji with his leading $92,630 earn¬ 
ings. Shipboard, owned by Mrs. Marion duPont 
Scott, was third with $32,300 to his credit. 

In eight starts in 1955, Neji won five, finished 
second once, and third twfice. In the last two 
years, he has been out of the money only twice. 

Vaughn Flannery Passes 

Vaughn Flannery, nationally known painter 
of racehorses and racing scenes, and a former 
director of the Maryland Jockey Club, died on 
December 28, in Philadelphia. Born in Ken¬ 
tucky 57 years ago, Mr. Flannery made his 
home in Darlington, Md. 

A large painting of the Maryland Hunt Cup 
is probably his best-known work and is now in 
the collection of the Baltimore Art Museum af¬ 
ter having been exhibited at the Carnegie In¬ 
ternational Exhibition. 

For several years the artist had a breeding 
establishment at his Cockade Farms in Darling¬ 
ton. From 1923 to 1930 he was art director of 
N. W. Ayer & Son, Philadelphia advertising 
agency, and later was a vice-president and art 
director of the Young and Rubicam advertising 
agency in New York. He later became a con¬ 
sultant to Compton Advertising Inc., then re¬ 
tired to devote all his time to painting. He was 
commissioned recently to work on a series of 
paintings of Greentree Stable’s famous horses. 

Mr. Flannery was the editor of “American 
Race Horses’’ from 1942 through 1948, served 
on Pimlico’s Library Committee; created the 
format for the Maryland Horse, a magazine de¬ 
voted to breeding in the Old Line State, and for 
a time was publisher of the Harford Gazette. 

Mr. Flannery attended the University of Illi¬ 
nois and the Chicago Academy of Fine Arts. 

He is survived by his wife Mrs. Elizabeth 
Ettinger Flannery, a daughter. Miss Liza Flan¬ 
nery, a brother, Henry Flannery, and a sister, 
Mrs. James D. Bishop.

A nyone with the barest knowledge 
" of biological fundamentals knows that, if 
a mare is mated to a horse, there is a good 
chance that a foal will be produced. The trou¬ 
ble with the operating procedures of numerous 
breeders today is that they don’t go far enough 
beyond fundamentals. They breed a horse with 
a pedigree to a mare with a pedigree and produce 
another pedigree. 

No racecourses hang up $100,000 prizes for 
bloodlines. No races are conditioned for horses 
whose great-grandfathers ran fourth in the 
Epsom Derby. 

Nothing counts but performance. Breeding 
pundits vary in their theories and opinions, but 
all agree that it’s a good idea to breed the best 
mares you can find to the best stallions you can 
afford. 

As this is the time of year that preparations 
for the breeding season are in order it is also 
a good time to check on the non-producers. 

Many Maryland breeders miss no opportunity 
to improve their breeding stock and do not 
hesitate to retire mares that have shown them¬ 
selves worthless as producers. They are raising 
better racehorses and are getting the best prices 
for their market yearlings. 

One breeder explained to me a ’’steady-im¬ 
provement” plan he has instituted. He didn’t 
call it that, but his progress is upward, and any¬ 
one studying his operations over a period of 
years can see that he is moving ahead at a 
healthy pace. 

Every horse breeder, unless he’s just doing it 
for fun, should look around him, note what 
others are doing and adopt the steps that have 
proven successful. 

Even if you’re doing it for fun, it’s more fun 
to do it well.

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Career Boy Heads Experimental 

For the fourth time in its 22-year history 
the Experimental Free Handicap is headed by 
a Thoroughbred which did its racing under the 
famous light blue silks and brown cap of Cor¬ 
nelius V. Whitney. Career Boy, a dark brown 
son of Phalanx, bred and raced by the New York 
sportsman, received top weight of 126 pounds 
among the horses which raced as two-year-olds 
in 1955. The listing was compiled by Frank 
E. ‘'Jimmy” Kilrexf, handicapper and racing sec¬ 
retary of The Jockey Club. 

Second place in the weights is shared by Mrs. 
Anson A. Bigelow’s Nail and the D & H Sta¬ 
ble’s Needles at 125 pounds apiece. Elmen- 
dorf’s Prince John, at 124, and E. Gay Drake’s 
Swoon’s Son at 123, complete the top five in 
the ratings with only three pounds separating 
the quintet. There is only one closer group¬ 
ing of the top performers since the Experi¬ 
mental’s inception in 1933 and that was when 
Whitney s Red Rain was the top weight among 
six Thoroughbreds within a 3-pound spread in 
1935. 

The weights scale down to a low of 104 
pounds and include 118 names, of which 28 
are fillies. Tops among the fillies are Claiborne’s 
Doubledogdare and Howell E. Jackson’s Nas- 
rina, each assigned 116 pounds. 

The Experimental, which is basically an ex¬ 
pert’s opinion of how last year’s juveniles will 
fare in the coming year’s races, was started in 
1933 by Walter Spencer Vosburgh, but no list 
was published in 1934 following his death. 
John Blanks Campbell assumed the task in 
1935 and continued it until his death in 1954. 
Last season Kilroe drew up his first Experi¬ 
mental and assigned Summer Tan top weight 
of 128 and Nashua 127. 

Gaby Haugh Dies in Fla. 

Gale D. (Gaby) Haugh, veteran Turf editor 
of the Baltimore News-Post, died on the after¬ 
noon of December 26 at the Veterans’ Hospital 
at Coral Gables, Fla., after a long illness. Gaby 
had been at the hospital since 1954. 

The b(xly was on view at Miami mortuary 
and then transferred to Baltimore. Burial took 
place at Lorraine Cemetery on December 31. 

He began his career with the Baltmore Post 
in 1922 before its merger and continued with 
the Neivs-Post in 1934. He was a well-known 
figure in Eastern racing circles and one of the 
most widely liked. In recent years. Gaby was 
known as "the dean of Maryland press boxes.” 

Surviving are his widow, Marcella, and three 
stepchildren.

Last year the average 
was 999 guineas ($2950) when 872 horses 
were sold for 871,687 guineas.
